Traffic jams 
expected at 


border towns

Massive traffic jams were expected to­ 
day and during the weekend along the 
Mexican border in the U.S. crackdown 
on narcotics smuggling as the controver­ 
sial “ Operation Intercept” drew more 
criticism . 
Intercept received its heaviest at­ 
tack Friday at a U.S. Senate subcommit­ 
tee hearing in Los Angeles where it was 
branded a ‘ ‘smokescreen . . . the mod­ 
ern equivalent of Roman bread and cir­ 
cuses.” 
Intercept officials would not predict 
whether there might be a repeat of last 
Sunday’s monumental traf'ic jams at 
crossings along the 2,500 miles of bord­ 
er from Texas to California. 
‘ ‘Intercept definitely is going to be on 
— there’s no doubt about that. Anybody 
planning to go into Mexico can expect 
the 
thorough inspection when he re­ 
turns,” a spokesman in Los Angeles 
said. 
U.S. border officials began a car-by- 
car and person-by-person search after 
intercept went into effect last Sunday 
at all 31 crossing stations. Irate U.S. 
tourists found themselves waiting up to 
six hours to get back into their home­ 
land. 
In Los Angeles, the senate subcom­ 
mittee on alcoholism and narcotics at 
the opening of a two-day hearing heard 
Dr. Joel Fort, University of California 
professor of social welfare, score the 
program. 
“ Operation intercept is the latest in a 
series 
of carefully designed smoke­ 
screens to make the public believe that 
something effective and important is be­ 
ing done about the drug problem. 
“ It is the modern equivalent of Roman 
bread and circuses and as long as we 
continue to ignore the roots or basic 
causes of drug use and abuses we will 
perpetuate human misery, not solve the 
problem s,” Fort said. 
Another witness at the hearing blamed 
intercept on a hashish boom in Califor­ 
nia. 
“ The marijuana gap is going to be filled 
by hashish importers who are a good 
deal more mercenary and sophisticated 
than the marijuana people,” said Dr. 
Roger Smith, a University of California 
criminologist. He 
said the hashish is 
coming from North Africa and is more 
potent and much cheaper than marijuana 
from Mexico. 
A relatively small amount of m ari­ 
juana and dangerous drugs has been seiz­ 
ed since Intercept’s inauguration. Treas­ 
ury officials said the latest arrests were 
of two young Southern Californians found 
with 52,000 amphetamines and seconal 
pills hidden in the spare tire and tail­ 
gate of their truck. Two Californians 
also were arrested in the state of Son­ 
ora by Mexican officials who found 200 
kilos of marijuana in their posession. 
The Los Angeles spokesman would not 
comment on a charge by Mexican offi­ 
cials that U.S. narcotics agents beat up 
and insulted the Mexican consul in El 
Paso, Tex., when he crossed the bord­ 
er from Juarez Tuesday.

Nixon, South Viet differ on wfwi) war will end 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — As President 
Nixon was setting a goal of ending the 
Vietnam war by the end of 1970, offi­ 
cial South Vietnam sources said Ameri­ 
can forces would be needed there until 
at least 1972. 
At his news conference Friday, Nix­ 
on said: “ Once the enemy recognizes 
that it is not going to win its objec­ 
tive by waiting us out, then the enemy 
will negotiate and we will end this war 
before the end of 1970. That is the objec­ 
tive we have.” 
A few hours later, the South Vietnam 


officials, who declined to be identified 
futher, 
expressed hope in Washington 
the war could be “ Vietnamized" by 
1972. But then they said: 
“ We will need some residual U.S. 
forces, including logistical and combat 
support troops,” they said. “ We cannot 
say how many would be required. That 
depends on the enemy’s situation.” 
They said the U.S. forces would be 
needed to deal with both North Vietna­ 
mese regulars and the Viet Cong. 
The sources said their Saigon govern­ 
ment evpects to have about one mil­ 


lion South Vietnamese in the armed 
forces by 1972. But they hedged when 
asked if this figure included only army 
regulars or paramilitary forces as well. 
Asked by 
newsmen if they felt the 
United States could withdraw a sub­ 
stantial number of troops by 1972, the 
officials replied: “ that is a military 
m atter.” 
‘ We don’t want to show our cards to 
our enemies. If the enemy knows what 
we’re going to do, they will keep wait­ 
ing” instead of ending the war, they 
said. 


The officials estimated that between 
8.000 and 10,000 communist troops were 
infiltrating South Vietnam each month. 
They estimated enemy casualties at about 
2.000 per week. 
Nixon said in his news conference 
there had been a two-third reduction in 
communist infiltration into the south. 
Both Nixon and the South Vietnam 
sources said the communists were unable 
to mount their seasonal offensive 
The South Vietnamese expressed the 
feeling the war might quietly fade out 
without a declaration by either side. 


“That is the way it happened in Ma­ 
laya, the Philippines and Burma,” the 
officials said. * We hope that also hap­ 
pens in Vietnam, but we have to show 
them our determination.” 
Said Nixon: “ We believe that If we 
stay on this course and if we can have 
some more support in the nation — we 
have a lot of support, but even more sup­ 
port in the nation — for this steady 
course, that the enemy then will have 
the incentive to negotiate, recognizing 
that it isn’t going to gain time, that it 
isn’t going to wait us out. ’’

Defense study 


GROTON, Conn. (UPI)— Secretary ol 
Defense Melvin R. Laird said today the 
National Security Council is conducting 
a study that will shape the United States’ 
defense structure for the next decade. 
He said the results of the study of 
U.S. forces, “ both strategic and gener­ 
al purpose,” would “ determine the force 
levels for the decade of the 1970s.” 
Speaking at ceremonies launching the 
USS Trepang, the Navy’s 94th nuclear 
submarine, Laird said “ peace is most se­ 
cure when our nation maintains adequate 
armed strength. 
Our military power is our peace 
insurance,” he said. 
“Sea power will continue to be an 
absolutely indispensable instrument of 
our national policies,” the defense sec­ 
retary said. He said Russia’s claims 
its navy had ended the “ age-old dom­ 
ination of the Anglo-American navy” 
is proof the United States must con­ 
tinue its naval buildup. 
Laird said the Soviet Union now has 
over 350 submarines, more than 250 of 


which are attack subs and at least 20 
are nuclear-powered. 


Another GO submarines, half of which 
are nuclear-powered, are capable 
of 
firing the 400-mile surface-to-surface 
cruise missile. In addition, tie said, the 
Soviets have some 45 ballistic missile 
submarines with at least 15 of these 
nuclear-powered. 


“ This compares to a current U.S. 
fleet of 61 diesel submarines and 83 
nuclear-powered submarine , of which 
41 fire Polaris m issiles,” Laird .said.

Misuse of college funds 


LOS ANGELES (UPD - State college 
of'icials Friday confirmed that under 
the three-year-presidency of Dr. Rob­ 
ert Johns there was a major misuse 
of funds at Sacramento State College. 
Harry E. Brakebill, executive vice 
chancellor of the state colleges, said 
that under the administration of Johns 
there was • a considerable breakdown of 
fiscal 
control and 
procedures.” But 
Brakebill added, “ in every case Dr. 
Johns was acting in concurrence with 
the board of governors of the auxiliary 
organization.” 


A State Department of Finance audit 
of nonprofit foundations at Sacramento 
State was releasee by Brakebill The 
report said spending policies at the col­ 
lege under Johns were “ extravagant.” 
Brakebill said there is nothing to in­ 
dicate that anything should be done to 
Johns, who resigned under fire last 
April. 
The organization in question was the 
Sacramento State College Foundation, 
which was set up to assist the college 


in areas outside the normal legislative 
appropriations. 
The report showed that the foundation 
had a surplus of $105,004 when Johns 
took over as president in 196G but dropped 
to a $12,700 surplus at the time of his 
resignation. 
The report said that included in the 
expenditures out of foundation funds were 
$64,902 for purchase of a home for the 
school president, $4,717 for home fur­ 
nishings, and $11,727 for the president’s 
discretionary fund. 
The report recommended the presi­ 
dent’s house be sold. 
In 
food service 
operation for the 
school, the college went from a profit 
of $50,626 in the 1965*66 operation to a 
net loss of $38,967 last year, according 
to the report. 
The report said Johns had signed a 
contract with a private corporation to 
run the college's food services program 
for a campus foundation. Johns reported­ 
ly took an executive post with the par­ 
ent firm of the company after resign­ 
ing. 


Czech leaders quit, 
purge underway 


PRAGUE (UPD — The Czechoslovak 
government resigned today to clear the 
way for a purge of liberals from its 
ranks. A leading hardliner said the Com­ 
munist Party Central Committee hadde- 
cided to oust lib erals—presumably in­ 
cluding Alexander Dubcek — from both 
the party and all government posts they 
now hold. 
An official announcement said Premier 
Oldrich Cernik had presented his gov­ 
ernment’s mass resignation to President 
Ludvik Svoboda and had been asked to 
form a new government. 
That Cernik, a former aide to Dub­ 
cek, had survived the purge 
indicated 
that at least some other moderates would 
remain to give the new government a 
middle-of-the-road direction, at least on 
the surface. 
Cernik in recent months has turned on 
Dubcek and his other former colleagues. 
He made a trip to Moscow earlier this 
month and apparently received the Sovi­ 
ets’ blessing to stay on as premier. 
There were reports of impending purg­ 
es in the party, parliament and the 
diplomatic service. 
Pravda, the newspaper of the Slovak- 
communist party, called for an “ unplea­ 
sant but unavoidable cadre ferment, a 
time of cleansing. . .” 
Dalibor Hanec, chairman of the par­ 
liament’s House of Nations, told the Slo­ 
vak newspaper Rolnicke Noviny that purg­ 
es would also be carried out in parlia­ 
ment. Radio Prague reported complaints 
to the party Central Committee that 
“ some people have found a refuge in 
the diplomatic service,” indicating a 
purge of envoys abroad. 
The disclosure of theCentralCommit- 
tee’s decisions, thrashed out in a two- 
day meeting ending early today, came 
in a Prague Radio interview with Czech­ 
oslovak Minister of Education Jarom ir 
Hrbek. 
The government purges <ould have 
been carried out by simply firing each 
liberal minister. But observers here 
said the mass re<ignation of the gov­ 
ernment and its subsequent reformation 
was a much tidier way of achieving the 
same purpose. 
Moderates were expected to be install­ 
ed in economic posts in the government. 
The observers pointed out that many 
hardliners had discredited themselves 
on economic incompetence in previous 
governments and would not be given posi­ 
tions of power at a 
time when the 
floundering 
Czechoslovak 
economy 
needs drastic new measures. 
Hrbek mentioned no name1 but diplo­ 
matic sources said those punished would 
include Dubcek and the men who helped 
him shape the eight-month reform period 
of 1968 that was snuffed out by the So­ 
viet.led invasion by Warsaw Pact troops. 
“ Leading representative' of the right­ 
ist forces inside the party will have to 
leave the central committee and alsothe 
party,” Hrbek said.

BONN (UPI)— We t Germany’s violent 
election campaign ended today following a 
clash involving thousand?, of persons who 
fought with clubs and bottl«* to prote t 
a rightwing rally in Nuernberg. 
More than 33 million persons 
will 
vote Sunday to fill 496 seats in the Bund­ 
estag, the lower house of parliam«-nt 
which chooses the president. The main 
contenders were Chancellor Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger’s ruling Christian Democrats 
and Foreign Minister Willy Brandt’s 
Social Democrats. 
More than 10,000 foes of Adolf Von 
Thadden’s National Democrat!'- Party 
attacked his campaign finale rally Fri­ 
day night in Nuernberg. Police closed 
down the rally and ordered the demon­ 
strators to go home 
They chanted “ Nazis out: Nazis out ” 
and battled police for hours. 
The 
demonstrators 
hurled bottles, 
rocks, ammonia* firecrackers and clubs. 


Police fought back with clubs and water 
cannon. The police finally won. 
Police reported 107 persons, including 
48 policemen, were injured in the melees. 
Twenty-four persons were arrested. 
It was the eighth night of election cam­ 
paign violence in nine days. 
Both Kiesinger and Brandt have said 
one of the main aims of the election is 
to keep Von Thadden’s forces out of par­ 
liament. The party air« ady holds seats 
in seven of West Germany’s 11 state 
legislatures. 
Critics say Von Thadden’s forces are 
neo-Nazi. The government has consider­ 
ed banning the party. Von Thaddendenies 
it is Nazi.

Hoffman ordered two of the attorneys, 
Michael A. Tigar, San Francisco, and 
Gerald Lefcourt, New York City, jailed 
pending a Monday hearing. However, 
Cook County jail personnel said the 
two were never jailed and Abbie Hoffman, 
one of the defendants, said they were 
released on personal recognition bond. 
U.S. District Court Judge Albert C. 
Wollenberg, in San Francisco, threw out 
warrants for the arrest of the other 
two attorneys. 


The four attorneys were ordered ar- 
rented Wednesday when they failed to 
appear it the opening session of the trial. 
Citations, however, were not issued 
by Hoffman until Friday after opening 
statements, 
Asst. UJS. A tty. Richard G. Schultz 
told the jury the prosecution would prove 
the defendants conspired to incite riots 
among thousands of persons who caine 
to the 1968 Democratic National Conven­ 
tion for “ legitimate protests.” 
Defense attorney William Kunstler said 
the defense will show the defendants 
came “ only to protest in the finest 
American tradition” and became en­ 
meshed in “ a riot engineered by the pol­ 
ice of this city.” 
Tom Hayden, an organizer of Stu­ 
dents for a Democratic Society, gave a 
clenched-fist salute when he entered 
the courtroom. Hoffman dismissed the 
jury while he reprimanded the defend­ 
ant.

A 
tragically 
overcrowded 
hospital around which battles 
have swirled in war-ridden Sai­ 
gon, Vietnam, is the object 
of special reports and fund­ 
raising at the Lompoc Seventh- 
day 
Adventist Church, dur- 
,ing the past three months. 
The hospital, actually a form­ 
er mansion converted into a 38- 
bed, 
14 
bassinet 
institution 
known as the Saigon Adventist 
Hospital, will be receiving spe­ 
cial ' 13th Sabbath” funds from 
the local congregation for the 
building of a completely new 
building, says Mrs. Frank Mat­ 
thews, Sabbath School leader 
of the local church. 
“Among 
the many special 
fund-raising projects to which 
the Lompoc Adventist church 
has contributed in years past, 
none surpasses the needs found 
at the Saigon Adventist Hospi­ 
tal,” says Mrs. Matthews. 
“ It is common to have double 
the number of patients in the 
hospital for which there is ade­ 
quate 
bed 
space, sometimes 
more than that. Patients oper­ 
ated on in the surgery on one 
floor must be carried hand-and 
foot up the narrow stairway to 
bed 
floors 
because the tiny 
stairways will not accommo­ 
date a stretcher, to say noth­ 
ing of a regular hospital wheel­ 
ed bed, the local official states. 
“ Medical needs of this hos­ 
pital were tragically and force­ 
fully 
emphasized 
during the

when at 1:30 a.m. the first 
Claymore mine exploded just 
two blocks from the hospital 
taking the lives of 19 military 
police. 
“Within an hour the always- 
short staff of the hospital began 
five hectic days of around-the- 
clock attention to the wounded. 
The inadequate facilities of the 
hospital were glaringly evident. 
“Since the hospital was sur­ 
rounded by areas of the fight­ 
ing, pitiful remnants of famil­ 
ies began making their way to 
the busy corner on which the 
institution is located, seeking 
iK)t only treatment but refuge 
as w ell,” Mrs. Matthews con­ 
tinues. 
' Medical m issionaries and 
Vietnamese workers connected 
with the hospital set up a shel­ 
ter which at one time was 
caring for nearly 6,000 of the 
250,000 refugees made home­ 
less and confused by the ‘Tet’ 
offensive.” 
In a report to the local Ad­ 
ventist church. Dr. Jess Holm, 
medical director of the hospital, 
notes that “ Even today — day 
and night — mortars fall with 
feaiful regularity, both inside 
and outside the city, some of 
them near the hospital. The vic­ 
tims come to the hospital ev­ 
ery day. The hallways are al­ 
ways crowded with 
cots be­ 
cause we never have room to 
accommodate all the patients.” 
“ Every morning the small 
clinic waiting room is jammed 
with people,” Dr. Holm’s re­ 
port to the local church con­ 
tinue«^. “ Our patients present a 
real challenge with gross evi­ 
dences of war, epidemics, di­ 
sease, and fear. 
“ We select patients careful­ 
ly for admission to our too- 
small hospital with pleading 
from many more for admission. 
We must refuse more than we 
are able to admit.” 
Mrs. Matthews says that on 
Saturday Sept. 27, all members, 
young and old will be asked to 
give a very special offering to 
help relieve the unusual needs 
at the Saigon Hospital. The funds 
will go directly into the con­ 
crete and steel which will be­ 
come the new Saigon Advent­ 
ist Hospital — a new, consid­ 
erably 
enlarged 
institution 
which 
can 
more adequately 
serve the needs of the tragic 
victims of the war.

A number of players blame 
the distaff side of golf for the 
epidemic of slow play which 
plagues golf courses through­ 
out the country. Not so, in our 
opinion, because the facts just 
don’t bear this out. Slow play, 
the term used to describe a con­ 
dition of golf, really doesn’t 
have much meaning 
to most 
players until he or she gets 
personally involved. 
Last Thursday we overheard 
a foursom e of the g irls com­ 
plaining bitterly. Tee-off tim e 
was 9 a.m . and at 2 p.m . they 
w ere just getting off the course. 
This was a day where approx­ 
im ately 40 or 50 players were 
utilizing an 18-hole layout that 
is able to accommodate 200 or 
m ore players com fortably. 
The course was utilized to 
25 percent of its capacity and 
it took five hours to play 18 
holes. We’re talking now about 
200 players teeing off within a 
specified period of tim e; not 
spaced apart throughout the en­ 
tire day. 
Last week our foursom e play­ 
ed the first nine in 105 min­ 
utes and spent 75 m inutes on 
the back nine until we walked 
off in disgust on number 14. 
Nary a girl to be seen. 
The am azing thing about this 
preoccupation with slow play 
is the fact that the Los Angel­ 
es speed-up program proved 
conclusively that golfers of all 
types of handicaps play better 
and lower their handicaps when 
the pace is accelerated. 
If one plays better, one en­ 
joys the game m ore, one is in 
a better mood at the finish 
and the resentm ent generated 
by slow play is elim inated. 
No m atter how the pie is slic­ 
ed, the golfer does not exist 
who is content to play without 
im proving his or her game. 
One sure way, according to the 
LA statistics, is to speed up 
play. 
This is quite a benefit for very 
little effort.

Danger in the air 


Private aviation is expanding rapidly, as it should, but un­ 
fortunately the federally operated system of controlling airways 
is not keeping track, any more than it is with commercial 
flying. 
* Keeping track” is the operative phrase, for the loss of 83 
lives in a collision in the air near Indianapolis recently ap­ 
pears to be attributable to the fact that the radar scopes at 
Indianapolis airport did not show the small PiperCherokee 140 
that collided with an Allegheny AirlinesDC-9, killing all aboard 
both planes. 


This is the third accident of its kind since early 1967, and 
of the 347 persons who died in seven airline accidents in that 
period, 191 were killed because of collisions between an air­ 


liner and a small plane. That is more than half. 
Nobody wants to discourage private aviation, but these trage­ 
dies sternly point to the need for the Federal Aviation Authori­ 
ty to bring private aviation under the same regulations as 
govern commercial flying, and to promptly install and operate 
equipment that is already available that can track small 
craft close to the ground, regardless of clutter on the signal 
waves. 
More and more Americans are taking to the air, not only 
privately, and it is predicted that commercial passenger traf­ 
fic will grow threefold during the next 15 years, posing the 
threat of increasing tragedies if nothing is done. 
What happened at Indianapolis can happen again, and not 
only in Indianapolis but in other air centers of the nation. 


Still a problem 


The Lompoc Valley Safety Council still is not satisfied with 
the safety measures of the railroad crossing intersection on 
South A Street and we join them in their dissatisfaction- 
The fight for improved safety measures involving the South­ 
ern Railroad has continued for countless numbers of years. 
It was believed culminated two years ago with the construc­ 
tion of the automatic gates and alarm system but the fight 
goes on. 
Switching operations continue under manual operation of the 
gates. Personal observation shows that the person manually 
operating the gates during the switching of loose boxcars through 
the intersection believes in cutting it very thin. Gates are al­ 


lowed to rise while a single, loose box car is on its way to­ 
ward the intersection. So far, the timing has been correct 
for no motorist racing through the intersection has yet to be 
clobbered. 
But it is a dangerous and a risky business. 
Certainly the building of freight trains must take place to 
satisfy the boxcar requirements of Lompoc’s industry. However, 
an appeal must again be made for definitive studies by the rail­ 
road as to whether or not these operations can be accom­ 
plished with minimum use of the intersection. 
Meanwhile, in the opinion of many travelers of South A Street, 
greater caution must be employed by the manual operation 
of the gates during switching and building of trains.

Just the name Soviet was enough 
to touch millions of German hearts with 
ice. 
But today more than half of German’s 
population cannot even recall the war. 
Moreover, there has always been in Ger­ 
man history a strong tendency—a per­ 
sistent tug—toward the East. Opportunis­ 
tic Brandt clearly believes this has re­ 
turned now as a part of what he calls 
the “ neue Stimmungswelle” — the “ new 
national mood.” 
As if all-out appeasement were a sim­ 
ple and sure road to peace, Brandt is 
performing, regarding Russia, much as 
color-blind Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee Chairman J. William Fulbright per­ 
forms in our country regarding Hanoi. 
Brandt, using his ploy to embarrass 
Chancellor Kiesinger inside Kiesinger’s 
own coalition and kill off Kiesinger's 
appeals in the September 28 election, 
has forced the Chancellor to trim his 
anti-Communist sails. For, again like 
Fulbright, the flow of German public 
opinion (and knowledge) is contaminat­ 
ed by Brandt’s persistent and deliberate 
muddying of the waters. 
Moreover, West Germany is export­ 
ing annually a billion dollars worth of 
goods and capital to Communist Eur­ 
ope, and Brandt paints 
“ bridge-build­ 
ing” pictures to the German workers 
that promise unlimited employment de­ 
lights. Brandt knows better, but he is 
all bright smiles and elevator shoes 
about it. 
The Kremlin’s part in ail this has 
been to issue Bonn a carefully-timed 
nonaggression pact proposal a few days 
ago, which not only embarrasses Kies­ 
inger but our State Department in Wash­ 
ington and our NATO leaders in Brus­ 
sels as well. 
So there stands Brandt in the election 
campaign, twinkling like a Salvation 
Army tambourine in the hand^ of the 
Kremlin leaders while they once again 
demoralize the West’s defenses 
The payoff to the Kremlin has been 
to force Kiesinger suddenly to announce 
a new German military strategy. The 
effect on NATO is all but lethal, which 
likewise means the effect on the United 
States 
Disarmed 24 years ago, Germany’s 
460,000-man army is No. 1 in Western 
Europe again and second only to the 
United States in the free world. More 
than 300,000 of NATO’s million armed 
men are Americans. Of these, a quarter 
of a million Americans stand in West 
Germany, guarding the border against 
invasion. 
But Kiesinger has had to have Lieut. 
Gen. Albert Schnez announce that the 
army's plans, to begin at once and for 
the next decade, are to return to a de­ 
fensive concept for the first time in al­ 
most a century. 
Germany's last great defensive strat­ 
egist was the legendary Karl von Clau- 
zitz, 
whose 
impact still remains 
throughout the military world. He died 
in 1831. Von Clausewitz's defense doc­ 


trines were overturned around 1900 by 
offensive specialist Count Alfred von 
Schlieffen. He 
preached the need for 
flexibility through diversified strategy. 
Von Schlieffen’s greatest World War 
11 proponent, in turn, was the Panzer 
commander, Gen. Heinz Guderian, Gud- 
erian’s blitzkieg strategy 
proved it­ 
self when two Gudarian armored divis­ 
ions crossed the Meuse River on May 
14, 1940, unimpeded by air attack and 
he turned France’s defensive Maginot 


Line. 
“ The ghost of Guderian hovers over 
General Staff,” shouts Brandt, making 
his political hay for September 28. 
Kiesinger has had to try to buy this 
claimed ghost, although in doing so 
the essential flexibility of our NATO 
forces is hamstrung and devitalized 
like Samson with his hair cut off or 
Superman in a bottle.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Despite continued rumbles along the 
SinoSoviet border, there is considerable 
evidence the Russian army, for all its 
strength, has weaknesses in equipment 
and doctrine which could cripple it con­ 
siderably in any conventional ground at- 
tack on Red China. 
The Soviet weaknesses could be cru­ 
cial, even in a quite limited campaign 
in Red China’s Sinkiang Province, aim­ 
ed only at neutralizing Mao Tse-tung’s 
nuclear and rocket capability. This huge 
northeastern area is largely undevelop- 
ed, lacks rail and highway networks. 
Soviet tank equip­ 
ment 
and 
military 
theory are based in 
large part on condi- 
tions in the western 
■ 
* 
Soviet Union and in 
R 
Europe. There, Rus- 
sian techniques do 
pend heavily on ex­ 
cellent railroads, on 
the existence of food 
supplies that can be 
confiscated along the 
way and local power, fuel and refriger­ 
ation services usual in populated areas. 
Soviet tanks are normally brought 
to the front on rail lines, numerous 
in Europe. As a result, the Soviet army 
is quite short of tank transporters. 
This means that in Sinkiang, for the 
most part, Russian tanks would have to 
move under their own power. They would 
therefore arrive in battle with dust- 
clogged engines, worn-out tracks, many 
would lie in need of repair. A tank is a 
delicate and intricate vehicle which does 
not stand up well too long in continuous 
service under battle conditions without 
constant attention. 
Again, without a rail network to sup­ 
plant their supply trucks, Soviet ar­ 
mored units lack sufficient transport, 
even for the oil and ammunition to keep 
their tank units rolling and in action 
over long distances. 
To solve this problem, Soviet tank 
men often carry drums of oil fixed to 
the outside of their vehicles. These ex­ 
posed containers offer easy targets for 
Molotov cocktails or incendiary ammo 
nition in the hands of guerrilla forces. 
The Sinkiang terrain, again, makes 
bulldozers a must in off-the-road mov^ 
ment. But the Soviet army is also shorl 
of bulldozers. 
Strangely enough, in this modern era,

the Soviet armies are geared to living 
off the land. This would be most diffi­ 
cult in large areas of Sinkiang, esj>eci- 
ally while undergoing Chinese harass­ 
ment. For Moscow to remedy this would 
be most difficult, in part because of the 
shortage of transport and in part b^ 
cause the army has not developed the 
facilities for producing the concentrat­ 
ed packaged foods needed for campaigns 
in isolated areas. 
The soviet armies, of course, would 
attempt to get around these difficul­ 
ties by striking deeply so quickly they 
would have the campaign over before the 
Communist Chinese were set. But So 
viet armored tactics are aimed at coo 
ventional enemies which meet them in 
headlong battle. They are not geared 
to the fighting in front, rear and on 
both sides simultaneously that is rtv 
quired in wilderness battles. Chinese 
guerrilla forces could by ambush and 
harassment slaughter tank 
columns 
bound by geography to rather narrow, 
vulnerable invasion routes. 
Soviet generals would undoubtedly at­ 
tempt to capture major airfields, cities 
and other strongpoints by waves of 
air-transported troops and with par 26- 
troopers. In this they might well suo 
ceed. Recent Soviet air maneuvers sug­ 
gest Russian efficiency in air movo- 
ments. 
But once in the cities, the Russian 
troops might well find themselves iso- 
lated from their advancing land forces 
by guerrilla units which would surround 
and prey on them. 
It is conceivable that Russian suicide 
troops might move in by air on the ma* 
jor Chinese nuclear and missile develop­ 
ment installations. 
But three things must be mentioned 
in this connection. Information here is 
that these areas are so well armed 
that with conventionally armed troops 
the Russians would likely pay an unbe­ 
lievable heavy price to get in. They 
would require great amounts of conven­ 
tional explosives to critically damage 
the major installations. Few of the sui­ 
cide troops would likely return. The 
Russians have excellent training in larnt 
mg in which there is no opposition 
Today’s airborne forces have had no ex- 
perience in landing in the face of coi* 
centrated enemy fire. Once they arrived 
and landed, they might well find them­ 
selves in the same box as the French 
forces were in at Dien Bien Phu.

Sculptor 


What emerges from Rick 
Faust’s “ inferno” of molten 
metal is firing the imagination 
of established sculptors and art­ 
ists as well as patrons (see 
photo above). The work of the 
Lompoc High School senior has 
caught the fancy of local sculp­ 
tors. 
Since April, he has been the 
protege of Bob Houghtaling, 
where he was taught “ almost 
everything I know in metal.” 
The two worked together dur­ 
ing the construction of Hough- 
taling’s foundry. There, young 
Rick absorbs the technique of 
casting and is assisted with 
“ whatever I happen to be work­ 
ing 
on.” Rick also credits 
sculptor Noval Casteel and art­ 
ist Darrell Brandon for assist­ 
ance. 
At school, he is under the tu­ 
telage of Roy Ekstrom and Mike 
Polino. Currently exhibiting at 
The Emporium in Santa Ynez, 
his works are booked for a one- 
man show at Lovartas Gallery 
from Oct. 17 * Nov. 13. This 
summer he was featured in 
West Arts Magazine.

His sculpture, from objective 
to non-objective, is prize-win­ 
ning. The most recent acquisi­ 
tion for the 6 ft 2 in. Rick 
is first prize at the juried 
Ryon Park art show this month 
with a cubic abstration recall­ 
ing the Habitat apartments on 
display at Expo ’67 in Montre­ 
al. 
Rick shuns specialization — 
“ too much of a rut” — and pre­ 
fers to experiment with other 
media and materials. The pre­ 
ponderance of his sculpture is 
mostly metal, with some bronze 
and sauter adding variety. 
One of his favorite subjects, 
animals, sets the pace for some 
of his human figures: skeletal 
structure showing through the 
flesh. He has ceramics at school, 
would next like to learn about 
plastics and glassblowing. Rick 
also paints in acrylic and tem­ 
pera. “ That’s supposed to be 
the head of Jesus,” he said of 
one 
acrylic 
in bold colors. 
“ Guess I kindagot carried away 
with the hair.” And there is a 
tasteful 
psychedelic tempera 
portraying the American flag. 
But painting 
cannot replace 
sculpture as his primary artis­ 
tic goal, because “ with paint­ 
ing you are confined to a par­ 
ticular 
area.” By contrast, 
young Faust feels sculpture pro­ 
vides a spatial freedom and 
added dimensions for expres­ 
sions. 
Rick is embarrassed by too 
much praise from other artists. 
“ I like it when they don’t say 
anything, just look. That means 
you gotta work harder. Hoot 
(Houghtaling> came in the house 
one day, looked at my sculp- 


ture, said nothing. Then he saw 
my painting of Jesus, said he 
liked it. That’s all he said.” 


Because art supplies are so 
expensive, Rick has artfully 
cut corners whenever he can. 
That means scouring the beach­ 
es for driftwood and forays 
into back alleys searching for 
discarded wood scraps instead 
of buying 
marble or walnut 
blocks. But his oxygen acety­ 
lene torch, goggles, and welding 
set were, by necessity, purchas­ 
ed. “ The only thing that is free 
is the 
ceramic 
classes at 
school, where I can use their 
kiln,” said Rick. To help de­ 
fray costs he has just taken 
a job after school with Safe­ 
way. 


Though Rick is full of enthu­ 
siastic plans now, only a-short 
time ago his interest reached 
its nadir when his family mov­ 
ed to Barstow. When teachers 
failed to encourage his talents, 
his grandmother, with whom he 
lives at 422 N. J St., decided 
to return with Rick to Lompoc 
where she felt the instruction 
would be more compatible. 


His interest in art began at 
an early age as he watched 
his mother create orgami, or 
paper 
sculpture. 
With the 
scraps left over, he would piece 
together his own creations. 


Now he averages about 10 
works of sculpture a month and 
hopes to win a scholarship to the 
California Institute of the Arts 
in Los Angeles following his 
high school graduation. At the 
moment, he “ would like to be a 
college art professor.” 
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Artist 


Nostalgic scenes of her na­ 
tive Scotland are the dominant 
art theme for Mrs. Lily Stew­ 
art, residing with her daughter, 
Mrs. Robert (Betty> Baray at 
101 N. X St. since 1962. 
As a teenager, Mrs. Stew­ 
art traveled to Glasgow to at­ 
tend art classes from her home 
town of Wishaw. Though marri­ 
age interrupted her painting, 
she and her late husband, a ho­ 
tel owner, traveled extensively 
around Scotland, England and 
Wales, where Mrs. Stewart was 
born. Returning to her oils 
since her residence in the Uni­ 
ted States, she recalls a wealth 
of scenes from those travels. 
One of the few oils painted 
in Scotland that survived the 
move 
is a peaceful landscape 
with deer paused in a meadow 
by the legendary Loch Lomond. 
After 60 years, the painting 
still retains its vibracy, behind 
a glassed frame - the method 
used inScotland for framing oils 
explained Mrs. Stewart. “ My 
pictures were well brought up 
there,” said the sprightly Mrs. 


Stewart. “ Much more so than 
here, where I have to strictly 
rely on memory.” 
Her muted landscapes are 
pictoral comments on the era

dare you, a tractor maker, 
tell me, the builder of the 
world’s finest cars, how to 
do my job!

produced by Ferrari, inclu­ 
ding the price. 
Unlike o t h e r m a n u f a c ­ 
turers who merely buy parts, 
engines 
and 
bodies 
from 
other people and combine 


them like a mechanical gou­ 
lash, practically every mov­ 
ing part in a Lambo is made 
in the Lambo works. This 
includes the V-12 four liter 
engine and five-speed trans­ 
mission. Not even Ferrari 
produces his own transmis­ 
sion (usually a ZF box). 
The current product is the 
Lamborghini Islero 400 GTS 
2 plus 2, a rather involved 
moniker for what we would 
call a four-seater sports car. 
For those who wish the true 
interpretation, Islero is the 
model name, 400 means four 
liters 
(4,000 
cubic 
centi­ 
meters), GTS is gran turis­ 
mo super and 2 plus 2 means 
two seats in front and two 
almost-seats in back. 


Commendatore L a m b o r ­ 
ghini figured the car would 
appeal only to those people 
whose tastes corresponded 
to his, yet the plant sells ev­ 
ery car it makes (some 500 a 
year) and ever since Prince 
Rainier and Princess Grace 
were seen in one, it has be­ 
come the continental status 
symbol. 
Take that. Enzo Ferrari.

E v e r y o n e 
knows 
th at 
hom e is not exactly the saf­ 
est place, w here accidents 
are concerned. And once you 
sta rt h a n d l i n g tools, the 
chances of an accident grow 
even g reater. 
P ow er tools can be even 
m ore of a h a z a r d . W ith 
blades going a t high speed, 
when som ething happens, it 
happens quickly. E ven hand 
tools can be dangerous if 
used carelessly. 
L earn to handle all tools 
properly. P ull on a w rench 
for best control, ra th e r than 
trying to push on it. N ever 
use a h am m er th at has a 
l o o s e head. Hold a nail 
loosely w hen driving it. Give 
it a few taps to g et it started , 
then let go of the nail. 
Provide proper support for 
your work. R est a board on 
a saw horse or som ething 
else firm before you sta rt 
saw ing it—don’t brace work 
on your knee or ag ain st your 
body. Use a vise to grip 
sm aller objects th at you are 
cutting. The vise is a third 
hand and, if you nick it with 
the edge of a file, it doesn’t 
bleed. 
Use tools for the purpose 
they w ere intended. A screw ­ 
d riv er is not a pry b a r and it 
is likely to snap if you use it 
as one. D on’t use pliers when 
you really need a w rench. 
Tools in good condition are 
safe tools. A dull edge on a 
cutting tool m akes cutting 


m ore difficult and it is m ore 
likely to slip. Wooden h an ­ 
dles should be free of splin­ 
ters. Sand them sm ooth and 
tre a t 
w ith 
linseed 
oil. 
If 
there is any sign of splitting 
or c r a c k i n g , replace thé 
handle. 
Before you use a power 
tool, m ake certain th at you 
know exactly how it oper­ 
ates. Know how to cut off 
the pow er source quickly in 
case of an em ergency. A r­ 
range to cut off all pow er to 
the tools when you are aw ay, 
so th at children cannot turn 
them on accidentally. A sep­ 
a ra te fuse block from which 
you can rem ove the fuse is 
one m ethod. 
W ear goggles if you are 
operating a tool th at sends 
bits a n d p i e c e s f l y i n g 
through the air. Goggles are 
a m ust when grinding and a 
very good idea w hen oper­ 
ating a pow er saw. 
D ress properly. The w ork­ 
shop is no place for dangling 
neckties, loose clothing and 
hanging sleeves. 
Keep the a rea clean. Pick 
up scrap wood before you 
stum ble on it. 
Keep all sm all tools prop­ 
erly stored—eith er in large, 
uncluttered d raw ers or hang­ 
ing neatly. This w ay, you 
w on’t go groping into a pile 
of tools and com e up with a 
cut hand.

Participating in the tour will 
be owners of antique classic and 
vintage cars, and an automobile 
with guests coming as far away 
as New Jersey, Ohio, Illinois, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania.

The tours were revived in 
1946 during the Golden Jubilee 
year of the American automo­ 
bile industry. In recognition of 
the 50th Anniversary celebra­ 
tion, it was decided to re­ 
enact the 
original 
Glidden 
tours using vintage year auto­ 
mobiles. Since then, the Tours 
have been held annually. 


The tour is the second to be 
held on the West Coast since 
the revival of the activity in 
1946. The winners of the first 
West Coast Tour, held in 1967. 
were Mr. and Mrs. Tom Stamp 
of San Clemente. They will take 
part in this year’s event.

Guitarist 


In September, it begins. The 
first strains of the Pied Piper’s 
tune, “ A New Season of Cul­ 
ture” can be heard about Lom­ 
poc and the surrounding area. 
Here is a peek-view of what’s 
coming with the Lompoc Com­ 
munity Concert Series and the 
prem iere offering at the Allan 
Hancock College Performing 
Arts Center in Santa Maria. 
Three performances, with the 
fourth to be announced, 
have 
been booked by the Lompoc 
Community Concert Associa­ 
tion for 1969*70. Twenty-one 
years ago, the local concert as­ 
sociation was inaugurated in 
1948 with L. E. Heiges as 
first president. The first con­ 
cert in the series was perform­ 
ed by Abbey Simon, pianist who 
had appeared with the Minnea­ 
polis, Philadelphia, New York 
and other symphony orchestras. 
The series was completed with 
the billing of contralto Nikolai 
and Joanna Graudan, Russian- 
born pianocello duo; and Mary 
Van Kirk, famous radio and con­ 
cert contralto. 
Though 
the 
membership 
campaign concludes today for 
the 1969-70 season, newcom­ 
ers and those returning from 
vacation may still contact Mrs. 
Harold 
Cutting, 
Association 
second vice-president and con­ 
certs chairman at RE 6-3802 
regarding information on tick­ 
ets, if still available. Member­ 
ship fee this year is $9 for 
adults, $4.50 for students. 
Dates and times of appear­ 
ances will be announced soon for 
the current series, to include 
classical guitarist Christopher 
Parkening, the Amati Ensemble 
and the Columbia Operatic Trio. 
At twenty years of age, Chris­ 
topher Parkening has already 
been hailed as America’s first 
important classical 
guitarist. 
While still in his senior year at 
the University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, 
Parkening begins his 
first U.S. tour in 19G8-G9. 
A native of California, Par­ 
kening began studying the gui­ 
tar at the age of 11 with the 
celebrated classical guitarist 
Celedonio Romero and his son 
Pepe Romero, who were his 
teachers 
for four years. He 


studied interpretation with Pia- 
tagorsky for a year, and in July 
1964 received a full scholar­ 
ship to the first U.S. Master 
Class of Andres Segovia, held 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley. The youngest of 
nine from all over the world 
chosen by the master guitar­ 
ist, Chris was also one ofthree 
chosen to solo on the televised 
program of that Master Class. 
In April of 1966 he again re­ 
ceived a full scholarship to 
study with Maestro Segovia in a 
Master Class at the Winston Sa- 
lem School of the Arts in North 
Carolina. “ Because of young 
Parkening’s own special tal­ 
ents,” said his distinguished 
teacher recently, “ he belongs 
to that special group of my 
disciples of which I am so 
proud.. . ” 
In March, 1963, Chris Par­ 
kening made his formal debut 
at the age of fourteen at UCLA’s 
Royce Hall playing the “ Cor>* 
certo in D for Guitar and Or­ 
chestra” by the late Mario Cas- 
telnuovo - Tedesco 
with the 
Young 
Musicians 
Foundation 
Orchestra. A group which hon­ 
ors young musicians with study 
and performing 
grants, 
the 
Foundation chose Chris as the 
first guitarist to receive one of 
their awards. 
A full scholarship student at 
USC, Mr. Parkening is also a 
teaching lecturer of the guitar 
on the School of Music faculty 
there. The handsome and very 
personable musician is an ex­ 
tremely popular performer in 
his home state, 
frequently 
giving concerts at neighboring 
schools, colleges and music 
societies. He has been a guest 
soloist with more than twenty 
orchestras in California and 
with all the major symphonies of 
the Los Angeles area, including 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
the Pasadena Symphony and the 
California Chamber Symphony. 
In January, 1966 Parkening 
gave the world prem iere of the 
Second Concerto in C for Gui­ 
tar and Orchestra of Castel- 
nuovo-Tedesco as part of the 
Henri 
Temianka 
California 
Chamber Symphony Series at 
Royce Hall. On a brief area tour 


with the Los Angeles Philharm­ 
onic, he played that composer’s 
Concerto in D in eighteen per­ 
formances, 
including 
three 
opening performances in Los 
Angeles 
before audiences of 
over 3500. 
Parkening’s many radio and 
television affrearances have in­ 
cluded the Mike Douglas Show 
(Cleveland), 
the 
Steve Allen 
Show and an ABC Hollywood Spe­ 
cial on “ Young America.” 


Chris feels that the guitar is 
one of the most difficult of in­ 
struments, and practices five 
hours a day. Without intending to 
demean pianists, he points to 
certain differences between his 
instrument and the piano: “ With 
four fingers of the left hand, 
a guitarist has to play what the 
pianist has ten fingers to play. 
And the guitarist’s right hand 
is the most difficult: “ You get 
all your variety of sounds from 
the right hand, the way you 
pluck the strings with your 
nials. The left hand is not as 
difficult for me.” Like all class- 
ical guitarists, Parkening files 
his nails and smooths them 
off with emery paper to get a 
clear sound. He feels the gui- 
tar is a “ personal” instru­ 
ment: 
“ It needs no accom­ 
paniment, is easy to carry a- 
round and is extremely inti­ 
mate.” 
Parkening likes flamenco mu­ 
sic for the guitar, but considers 
it a different idiom which can 
spoil 
a classical 
guitarist: 
“ Most flamenco guitarists have 
a bad sound, play very fast, 
and develop bad habits for clas­ 
sical guitar. I play a sort of 
classical flamenco, so it does­ 
n’t spoil me.” He favors the 
contemporary 
repertoire for 
the guitar, as well. 
Chris Parkening lives with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Duke 
Parkening in Brentwood, near 
Los Angeles. He shares with his 
father great interst and skill 
as a fisherman, and obviously 
excels at things other than the 
guitar — Chris is the Western 
United States AlLDistance Fly- 
casting Champion (his father 
held the title in the Southeas­ 
tern region).

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TORN IN HALF by his parents’ abrasive marriage during 
his formative years, a son re-evaluates 
life after returning 
from 
World War II. “ The Subject Was Roses,” a three- 
character play of subtle and interdependent feeling, is Allan 
Hancock’s pre-drama-season scholarship fond production begin, 
ning Oct. 2. Lompoc’s Claude Swonger enacts the role of the 
son (see cover, with play director, Donovan Marley), supported 
by two other veteran actors portraying the mother and father 
— Rosalind Perlman, a teacher in the college’s Fine Arts 
Department and Bill Temple, a teacher in the Orcutt District. 
What does Swonger think about the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
play? “ I think a lot about it. . .I’m truly in love with the 
script. Everybody will be able to identify with at least one of the 
characters.” 
But he feels that “ the play is deceptive. The style is so nat­ 
ural, so easy, you think you know all about the character. But 
the more involved one becomes, the more complicated is the 
role.” 
“ From an actor’s standpoint,” continued Swonger, 22, “ it 
is essential to have rapport with the others. If he tries to act 
the play by himself, he’s in big trouble. Each role is equally 
important.” 
The Allan Hancock graduate has just returned from Southern 
Methodist University in Dallas, Tex., where he won a scholar­ 
ship after performing three demanding roles in the 1968 
Pacific Conservatory of the Performing Arts summer reper­ 
tory season — James Tyrell in “ Richard HI” , Charles Surface 
in “ School for Scandal” , and Creon in “ Oedipus” . At SMU 
he added to his credits such diverse roles as Henry in Anouilh’s 
“ Becket” , Mr Peachum in “ Three Penny Opera” , and Cassio 
in “ Othello” . 
Following his participation in “ The Subject Was Roses,” he 
will swing south to Los Angeles for a crack at movies or tele- 
vision. But his real interest, he 
reveals is “ live stage.”

is 
the 
son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harlan D, Swonger 
of 615 N. O St. and was a 1965 Lompoc High School graduate. 
He will appear in Hancock’s presentation of “ The Subject 
Was Roses” Oct. 2, 3, 4, 9, 10 and 11. The award-winning 
domestic drama by Frank Gilroy is described by the Perform­ 
ing Arts Center and play director, Donovan Marley, as the 
“ greatest American play in 20 years.” He appears equally 
enthusiastic about his cast of veteran actors.

The Amati Enseemble is com­ 
posed of 11 young men whose 
wide experience in music makes 
each eligible for a career as a 
concert recitalist. But because 
each believes strongly in mak­ 
ing available to the international 
public a chamber music reper­ 
tory of little-known as well as 
best-loved masterworks, they 
banded together for painstak­ 
ing studies and closely coor­ 
dinated work together. Rainer 
Koeble, Helmut Salomon, Mi­ 
chael 
Streit 
and Sigismund 
Schweiger were the four in­ 
strumentalists who first per­ 
formed together for the love of 
music making, and out of their 
increased interest the larger 
group of eleven came* into be­ 
ing. The personnel in this com­ 
bination also allows the young 
men to perform works for quar­ 
tet, sextette, octet, etc. com­ 
binations as well as compos­ 
itions scored for chamber or­ 
chestra. This exploration of 
the many musical treasures 
they have brought to life has 
given the Amati Ensemble a 
very personal profile. 
The ensemble is unusual, too, 
in its matter of presentation. 
It has been compared immed- 
iately with the famous Russian 
orchestra, 
Barshai, 
because 
in playing the Amati Ensemble 
chose to use the “ upright” po­ 
sition of the old Moscow orches­ 
tra. Excepting the cellists who 
are seated, the others stand 
in a semi-circle while per­ 
forming — and without the bene­ 
fit of a conductor' 
The artists have often been 
asked why they chose the name 
Amati 
Ensemble. 
Although 
Rainer Koebei plays an Amati 
violin, that is not the essential 
point. The title is the group's 
salute to one of the earliest 
and possibly greatest families 
of stringed instrument makers. 
Brothers Andrea and Nicolo 
Amati made the first notable 
instruments 
of their design 
early in the 16th century. Nlo 
olo's sons Antonio and Geron- 
imo wrought many changes in 
the style of their violins and 
bass viols 
and brought 
the

name of Amati toward the high 
distinction it reached the next 
generation in the hands of Ger- 
onimo's son, Nicolo. 
These 
artisans covered a span well 
over one hundred years. The 
last great Amati, Nicolo, was 
not 
only 
an 
extraordinary 
craftsman 
but 
the 
master 
in whose shop Andrea Guar- 
nieri and Antonia Stradivari re­ 
ceived their early training. Be­ 
sides violins, Nicolo made vio­ 
lins and cellos. 
A 
few details of the back­ 
grounds of these eleven young 
men are notable here: 
RAINER 
KOEBEL 
studied 
with Prof. Tibor Varga and 
later became concert-master of 
the Stuttgart Chamber O rc h e s ­ 
tra.

1969 Guinea Proof coins 


The 1969 seven-coin proof 
set of the Republic of Guinea 
is 
the 
first 
legal 
tender 
issued by any government to 
pay tribute to three Ameri­ 
can commemorative events 
—the 
A p o l l o 
11 
moon 
mission, John F. and Robert 
F. Kennedy, and Dr. Martin 
Luther- King. 
T h e y 
are 
1000/1000 pure silver coins. 
While the entire set is one 
of the m o s t striking yet 
offered for international con­ 
sumption, the Guinea treas­ 
ury has seen fit to limit 
worldwide production to a 
mere 150,000 sets with only 
two sources of distribution— 
Italcombio C.A. of Milan, 
Italy, and Paramount Inter­ 
national Coin Corp. of Engle­ 
wood, Ohio. 
Two pieces are of 500-franc 
denomination. 
One is dedi­ 
cated to the 1972 Olympics to 
be held in Munich and the 
other depicts a dancer per­ 
forming the Dance of the 
Birds. 
Two coins of 250 
francs each pay tribute to 
“ Man on the Moon” and 
Alpha Diallo, a Guinean poli­ 
tical celebrity. 
There are two 200-franc 
pieces, one bearing the pro­ 
files of John and Robert 
Kennedy and the other the 
likeness of Almany Toure. 
Dr. Martin Luther King is 
depicted on the obverse of 
the 100-franc coin. This, inci­ 


dentally, is one of the finest 
portraits of King yet pro­ 
duced on any coin or medal­ 
lion. 
Sets of these coins have 
been received for distribu­ 
tion to the astronauts and 
high NASA officials, and as 
I understand it, the moon 
coin will be made available 
to the public either with the 
complete set or as a single 
purchase. 
The restricted quantity of 
the Guinea 1969 proof set 
makes it almost certain that 
some collectors will be dis­ 
appointed. Before placing an

Save those fall leaves, cof­ 
fee 
grounds, 
banana peels, 
tea leaves, lawn mowings, even 
vacuum cleaner fluff, advises 
the American Association of 
Nurserymen. You’ll have a rich­ 
er garden by putting it on the 
compost heap. 
All you’ll need to begin your 
own compost heap is a bottom­ 
less bin made of boards of chick­ 
en wire that will be large enough 
to hold the vegetable waste. A 
bin 6 feet by 6 feet will be ade­ 
quate for a garden of half an 
acre. 
Pile the soft waste m aterial 
in the heap until it is about 
six to eight inches deep. If 
it is dry, water it down until 
it is thoroughly moist. Add a 
thin layer of soil for activator 
to stimulate the rotting process. 
If 
natural 
m aterials 
aren’t 
available, your nursery or gar­ 
den center will have commer­ 
cially prepared products. 
Continue this process—lay­ 
e rs of waste m aterials and ac­ 
tivator— until the pile is four 


to six feet tall, A productive 
heap should be moist as well 
as warm, and to help create 
these conditions rake the top 
of the heap to a slightly concave 
shape so it will catch rain­ 
water. 


The final step is to cover 
the entire compost pile with 
a layer of soil about six inches 
deep. 1 his acts to retain the nec­ 
essary heat, encouraging 
the 
breakdown of the proteins and 
carbohydrates inside. 


The American Association of 
Nurserymen offer this addition­ 
al reminder. You are not build 
ing a rubbish heap with a mere 
collection of garbage and trash. 
That sort of collection will only 
attract bugs and disease carry­ 
ing insects, and it is certain 
not to attract neightxirs. A real 
compost pile will be dark brown 
or black in appearance, and it 
will be sveet smelling. It will 
show no trace of the original 
m aterials

Some of the oldest living palm 
trees in the world grow on 
the Indian Tribal Grounds. Sev­ 
eral of the Washingtonia Fili- 
fera have been established to 
be more than 1000 years old. 
On the reservation, the an­ 
cient home of the Agua CaL 
ientes, 
pictographs, 
bedrock 
mortar holes, stone houses and 
shelters, built high on the cliff 
walls centuries ago, tell a story 
of a people’s struggle against 
a harsh environment. Artifacts 
are still found in this area where 
the first residents of Palm 
Springs lived tens of thousands 
of years ago. 


Today, 
picnickers, "green 
horn" hikers and riders enjoy 
the quiet majesty of the Indian’s 
canyons. 
Using Palm Springs as a de­ 
parture point, adventurous vis­ 
itors to Southern California can 
travel 
to 20 different canyons 
or points of historical interest 
within 15 minutes drive.

captured by a camera. 
The movie is as good or 
better than a month’s tour of 
Italy’s provinces. 
Kramer refrained from bela­ 
boring audiences with messag­ 
es in “ The Secret of Santa 
Vittoria" and in process has 
made 
his 
most entertaining 
movie

years 
as

producer. 
From his first film, “ Cham­ 
pion" to his last, “ Guess Who’s 
Coming to Dinner?" Kramer

northeast. Its sheer cliffs have 
repulsed 
the 
onslaught 
of 
Pacific waves for ages. 
The golden Indian Summer is 
the prime season around San 
Luis Bay. It is then that the 
moderate ocean breezes keep 
weather at its most appealing. 
The mean daily maximum tem­ 
peratures, according to the lat­ 
est charts of the Weather Bur­ 
eau Office for State Climatol­ 
ogy, is: October 78.6, Novem­ 
ber 70.1, December 67.3— all 
warmer 
than Santa Barbara, 
even though 
the Bay is 100 
miles further north. The annual 
daily mean maximum tempera­ 
ture here is 71.9 degrees and 
the 
average 
yearly rainfall, 


15.60 inches. 
One of the best panoramic 
views of the Bay, and hills and 
adjacent Avila Beach is obtain­ 
ed from San Luis Bay Inn and 
Golf Club, newest resort on the 
Central Coast, which opened 
this year coincidentally with 
California’s Bicentennial Cel­ 
ebration. The 75- room Inn and 
Golf Club are set in a sports­ 
man’s paradise, which offers 
golfing, swimming, tennis, fish­ 
ing, scuba diving, clam digging, 
boating, surfing and exploring 
of sea caves which hold echoes 
of the pirate years of the old 
Spanish Main. 


The Spaniards learned from

No soldiers have come ashore 
after grizzly bear for many a 
year, but where once they did, 
golfers now ride their carts or 
head instructions from the Inn’s 
resident professional, Olin Dut- 
ra, former winner of the U.S. 
Open and PGA Championships 
and member of golfdom’s Hall 
of Fame. The championship can­ 
yon and lagoon course was de­ 
signed and laid out by Desmond 
Muirhead, who has preserved 
the scenic integrity—a quality 
of old Calironia-which char­ 
acterizes the area. 


The new Avila beach resort 
is three miles off U.S. Highway 
101, twelve miles southwest of 
San Luis Obispo and half way 
between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco.

Six Types of Smokers

Dr. Daniel Horn, Director 
of the U.S. Public Health 
Service Clearing House for 
Smoking and Health, worked 
with CBS to p r o d u c e a 
National Smoking Quiz in 
1968 and from his efforts six 
different kinds of smokers 
were discovered. 
The tremendous i m p o r ­ 
tance of this work is that it 
shows that smoking is not a 
simple addiction, though ad­ 
diction plays a part in hook­ 
ing the smoker. 
Once hooked, h o w e v e r , 
other factors come into play, 
p a r t i c u l a r l y psychological 
factors, and these bind the 
addiction tightly to the vic­ 
tim so that, even though the 
addiction itself is com para­ 
tively mild, the habit, curi­ 
ously 
e n o u g h , 
is 
much 
stronger, too strong, in many 
cases to break. 
Two categories listed by 
Dr. Horn follow: 
• THE “CRAVING” 
SMOKER— 
He doesn’t come alive in 
the morning until he has his 
cigarette for a pick-me-up. 
You’ve seen him in the 
movies if you aren’t married 
to him. Bogart played him in 
the old Sam Spade-type pic­ 


tures. He sits on the edge of 
his bed when he wakes up, 
fog-eyed and half-dead as he 
fumbles for the bedside pack 
after a night of withdrawal, 
and he draws in his first 
lungful of smoke gratefully, 
lets the smoke linger there 
and then exhales it through 
his nose as he returns to 
consciousness. 
He can, as all these types 
can, be a she as well as a he. 
This smoker l i g h t s one 
cigarette from the stub of 
the last. In I)r. Horn’s words, 
“a craving for the next ciga­ 
rette begins to build up the 
moment he puts out the last 
one.” 
This type of smoker is not 
only physiologically addicted 
to cigarettes, he is also psy­ 
chologically a d d i c t e d . He 
buys his cigarettes in car­ 
tons and checks each night 
to make sure a cigarette is 
available for the morning. 
• THE “STIMULATED” 
SMOKER 
This one smokes for the

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — 
She says she’s more of a 
woman than an actress. 
She’s a very fine actress. 
Which gives you an idea 
of how much of a woman 
Jeanne Moreau is. 
Hollywood has discovered 
all about her. Some things 
could be suspected from see­ 
ing her French movies, but 
now she is here. In person. 
Making—o f a l l u n l i k e l y 
things—a Western. 
“ I never particularly liked 
W esterns,” she says, “ but I 
never went to the movies 
very much. I still don’t.” 
Anyhow, here she is in 
“ Monte Walsh,” playing a 
saloon girl named Martine 
with Lee Marvin as her old 
boy friend. And she loved 
every minute of it. 
Mostly, she loved southern 
California. 
“ I will be back,” she says. 
“ I know I will be back. I 
feel more at home here than 
anywhere I’ve been. 
“ Maybe that’s because Los 
Angeles really isn’t a city.” 
She says she hates cities. 
In France, she lives in the 
south on a big country place. 


That’s why she’s hurrying 
home, as soon as the picture 
is over. Many trees on her 
place were destroyed by fire, 
or by a blight. This fall— 
t r e e - p l a n t i n g time—she 
wants to put in 300 trees. 
“ It’s q u i t e a responsi­ 
bility,” she says. “ I have to 
tell them where each of the 
300 trees is to go.” 
She speaks E n g l i s h vir­ 
tually without an accent. Her 
mother is English, still lives 
in England. Jeanne Moreau, 
until she was four, lived in 
a house where English was 
the only l a n g u a g e . Since 
then, though, she says she 
has had little opportunity to 
practice. 
She wears a long dress. 
She s i p s r e d w i n e . She 
smokes c o n t i n u a l l y . She 
laughs easily. She is frank, 
open, honest. 
“ I like it here. There is 
honesty here. This is a vio­ 
lent time. Here, you admit 
it. In Europe, there is the 
violence, too, but they will 
not admit it. We all have the 
same problems, but here you 
admit them .” 
She wants to come back. 
And she says they want her 
to come back, the American 
producers. She is happy for 
that. But she thinks that may 
cause some resentment in 
France. 


“ In France, they look on 
actors the way a husband 
looks on his wife after many 
years of marriage. He is 
bored. But he would be very 
angry if she fell in love with 
someone else. They may be 
bored with me after so many 
films, but they don’t want 
me to fall in love with an­ 
other country.” 


She could have come to 
Hollywood many times be­ 
fore this. She says she wasn’t 
r e a d y b e f o r e . Now, she 
thinks, she is ready. This is 
her t i m e t o d i s c o v e r 
America. 


Perhaps one r e a s o n for 
that is her feeling that some 
of her c o u n t r y m e n —and 
women—hate her. 


“ I am hated in France,” 
she says. “ And loved, too, at 
the same time. The women 
hate me because of all the 
free women I have played. I 
try to explain that I am por­ 
traying life as it exists. But 
they hate m e.” 


She plays free women. But 
there is one kind of free 
woman she would never play 
—an adulteress. That may 
sound strange, but she ex­ 
plains it her way. defines it 
her way. 


“ I have often played a free 
woman. That is all right. But 
a d u l t e r y —no. You see. 1 
don’t mind something that 
shows the problem of mo­ 
nogamy. That is a big prob­ 
lem today. 
“ But adultery just for the 
fun of it, just for the sex of 
it. No. That is wrong. I will 
n o t p l a y t h a t k i n d of 
woman.” 
In the background, the rec­ 
ord player was going. “ Gen­ 
tle On My Mind.” She wants 
to take the song back to 


France, record it in a French 
translation. 
It could become her trade­ 
mark. She’s a woman who is 
definitely gentle on the mind.
